The edito rial added. “We saw 
the p u blic man in his first ad­ 
min istratio n an d we were im­ 
p ressed. No w- in abo u t 300.000 
wo rds we hav e seen the p riv ate 
man an d we are ap p alled.

As the imp eachmen t p ro cess 
p ro gresses, the n ewsp ap er said, 
“as p u blic o p in io n beco mes 
clear, an d as Mr. Nix o n sees 
su p p o rt dwin dlin g in the Sen ­ 
ate, he will hav e to reco n sider 
his stan d an d reco gn ize that 
resign atio n will sp are the co u n ­ 
try the o rdeal o f a trial.”

In all the endless hu rly -bu rly 
ov er Watergate, one cru cial element 
- has, astonishingly , been lost sight of. 
Final cru cial responsibility for the 
Ju ne, 197 2 bu gging and bu rglary of 
the Democrats’ Watergate head­ 
qu arters nev er has been fix ed. And 
it now seems ev ident that ev en P res­ 
ident Nix on and some of his former 
k ey aides do not k now. 
Along the way , the President, his 
onetime cou nsel John Dean and oth­ 
ers had some qu ite specific ideas 
abou t how the critical gu idance for 
the break -in might hav e been giv en. 
Bu t they were nev er altogether cer­ 
tain, and seemed either u nwilling or 
u nable—or both—to pin down the 
blame. 
We mu st remember that for ou r 
own gu idance we hav e only the edit­ 
ed, transcribed v ersions of conv er­ 
sations on Watergate the Presi­ 
dent held with Dean and others 
ov er a period of many months, start­ 
ing in this instance from Sept. 15, 
197 2. Obv iou sly , there were earlier 
conv ersations bu t analy sts and the 
pu blic hav e no access to them. 
In su mmary , from a reading of 
pertinent passages in the released 
transcripts, it can be said that Mr. 
Nix on and others came to feel—after 
mu ch searching discu ssion—that 
White Hou se pressu res ex erted by 
former aide Charles Colson and-or 
Gordon Strachan (acting clearly in 
the name of Mr. Nix on’s top aide, H. 
R. Haldeman), may hav e prov ided 
the decisiv e impetu s for the W ater­ 
gate break -in. 
Many times the name of Re-elec­ 
tion 
Committee 
Chairman 
John 
Mitchell is brou ght in, bu t in early 
conv ersations 
it is 
largely 
dis­ 
missed. Later on, howev er, there is 
a ju dgment that, somewhat weary at 
battling (so he has alway s said) biz­ 
arre intelligence-gathering plans, he 
may at long last hav e bowed to rep­ 
resented White Hou se insistence and 
said “go ahead,” withou t a clear 
idea what that wou ld mean. 
On March 21, 197 3, the day the 
President improperly describes as 
the first time he had any k nowledge 
of real White Hou se inv olv ement in 
Watergate and cov eru p, Dean told 
him that in Febru ary , 197 2, Colson 
telephoned Jeb Magru der, a top ex ­ 
ecu tiv e at the re-election committee 
where intelligence work was cen- 


tered for certain pu rposes, and said: 
‘‘You all either fish or cu t bait. 
This is absu rd to hav e these gu y s 
ov er there and not u sing them. If y ou 
are not going to u se them, I may u se 
them .” 
Later in that chat, the President 
say s Colson “may well hav e been 
the trigger man where he ju st called 
u p and said now look here Jeb go ou t 
and get that information. And (G. 
Gordon) Liddy and (E. Howard) 
Hu nt went ou t and got it at that 
tim e.” 


At this ju nctu re in the March 21 
talk s, Dean disclosed for the first 
time that Liddy and Hu nt both were 
in Colson’s office when the call to 
Magru der was made. He told Mr. 
Nix on he was so informed by Colson 
himself. 
Liddy , of cou rse, was an intelli­ 
gence gatherer for the committee 
and Hu nt had a White Hou se cu bby ­ 
hole office as an operativ e hired by 
Colson for the so-called “plu mbers” 
u nit. 
Liddy sometimes is portray ed as 
feeling u nu sed and, in Nix on aide H. 
R. Haldeman’s words “pu shing to 
get something done”—and as say ing 
on other occasions that he was 
pressed “withou t m ercy ” by Mag­ 
ru der to dredge u p far more intelli­ 
gence abou t the Democrats than the 
White Hou se was getting. 
Here enters the added pressu re 
on Magru der from Haldeman’s top 
helper and tie to the committee, 
Gordon Strachan. In the discu ssions, 
Mr. Nix on and others try to weigh its 
effect along with Colson’s. 
Haldeman, earlier portray ed as 
dissatisfied with committee intelli­ 
gence and u rging Strachan to so ad­ 
v ise Magru der, sees the possible link 
to a Watergate bu gging decision. On 
March 27 ,19 7 3, he tells the President 
Strachan’s message to Magru der 
conv ey ed the idea both Haldeman 
and Mr. Nix on wanted more infor­ 
mation. He adds that Magru der told 
Mitchell, who said “OK, if they say 
it, go ahead,” and su ggests that by 
this chain of ev ents, with Liddy and 
Hu nt the real operativ es, the Water­ 
gate bu gging and bu rglary was 
brou ght abou t. Yet none of the top 
men seems su re who besides Liddy 
and Hu nt k new or approv ed the spe­ 
cific plan—if any one did.

R eports 
brou ght to light in a story pu blished 
by the Wall Street Jou rnal on Mon­ 
day seem to giv e more credence 
than President Nix on’s owt i state­ 
ment that he had no prior k nowledge 
abou t the Watergate bu rglar and 
lends specu lation the President did 
not k now why the caper was pu lled 
off. 
The gist of the Jou rnal story is 
Atty . Gen. John Mitchell k new of the 
$100,000 campaign donation from 
Howard Hu ghes and how it was ob­ 
tained and mu st hav e panick ed 
when he realized the Hu ghes compa­ 
ny retained Democratic National 
Chairman Lawrence O’Brien as 
pu blic relations consu ltant becau se 
he feared the Democratic chieftain 
cou ld hav e access to damaging ev i­ 
dence against the Committee to Re- 
Elect the President. 
Hence the W atergate break -in 
may hav e been to determine what, if 
any thing O’Brien had learned abou t 
the $100,000 donation. 
According to the Jou rnal story , a 
former FBI agent, Richard Danner, 
the man who introdu ced FYesident 
Nix on to Bebe Rebozo 27 y ears ago, 
deliv ered a second pay ment of $50,- 
000 to Rebozo soon after Hu ghes got 
approv al to acqu ire the Du nes, a 
1,000-room resort hotel in Las Vegas. 
The ok ay to permit Hu ghes to 
pu rchase the Du nes v iolates the an­ 
titru st gu idelines established for 
control of resort-hotel rooms on the 
Las Vegas “strip.” 
Danner, who has represented 
Hu ghes interests, called on Mitchell 
in the Ju stice Department offices to 
plead for lenient enforcement of the 
antimerger gu idelines. 
The Jou rnal story said the chief 
of the Ju stice Department’s Anti­ 
tru st Div ision Richard McLaren and 
Nev ada Gov . Pau l Lax alt both op­ 
posed Hu ghes’ gaining control of the 
Du nes. 
Shortly after the go-ahead for 
Hu ghes to obtain the Du nes, Robert 
Maheu , in 197 0 chief of Hu ghes oper­ 
ations in Nev ada, arranged to tak e 
$50,000 from the Silv er Slipper, a 
Hu ghes-owned casino on the “strip,” 
operated as a proprietorship so the 
political gift wou ld not be an illegal 
corporation donation. 
The money was deliv ered to Dan­ 
ner who presented it to Rebozo in 
Key Biscay ne. 
The Jou rnal credits findings of 
the inv estigators for the Senate Wa­ 
tergate Committee as the sou rces of 
its story . 
In 197 1, Hank Greenspu n, pu b­ 
lisher of the Las Vegas Su n, told a 
White Hou se aide he k new abou t the 
Hu ghes donations which had been 
handed to Rebozo, according to the 
Jou rnal. 
The White Hou se tape transcript 
of the conv ersation between Nix on 
and H. R. Haldeman and John Ehr- 
lichman on April 14, 197 3 rev eals the 
two top Nix on aides k new of the 
break -in and informed the President. 
The President was told, “They 
bu sted his (Greenspu n’s) safe to get 
something ou t of it (u nintelligible).” 
The (u nintelligible) as mu ch of 
the partial rev elation prov ided by 
the White Hou se prev ents k nowing 
the reason for entering the newspa­ 
per pu blisher’s office and break ing 
into his safe. 
After Greenspu n talk ed to a 
White Hou se aide, Herbert Kalm- 
baeh, the President’s lawy er was 
dispatched to Las Vegas to find ou t 
ju st how mu ch Greenspu n really 
k new. 
From his interv iew with Green­ 
spu n, Kalmbach fou nd ou t the pu b­ 
lisher k new abou t the link s of Donald 
Nix on, the President’s brother, with 
the Hu ghes organization. 
JLater it was discov ered, both 
Donald and Edward Nix on, another 
brother of the President, had re­ 
ceiv ed as loans some of the Hu ghes 
cash deliv ered to Rebozo. 
Also other testimony has report­ 
ed Rose Mary Woods, the Presi­ 
dent’s priv ate secretary , along with 
the 
Nix on 
brothers 
shared 
the 
Hu ghes donation. 
The parting comment by the 
President on the transcript of the 
April 14, 197 3 is: “ Other delicate 
things, too. You ’v e got apart from 
my poor brother, which u nfortu nate­ 
ly or fortu nately was a long time 
ago, bu t more recently , y ou ’v e got 
Hu bert Hu mphrey ’s son work s for 
him (Hu ghes) and of cou rse, they ’re 
tied in with O’Brien I su ppose. Bu t 
may be they were try ing to get it for 
that reason.” 
The credibility of the Jou rnal’s 
story , au thored by Jerry Landau er, 
is established by findings of the Sen­ 
ate Watergate Committee. 
Plau sible reasons seem to ex ist to 
indicate the O’Brien link with 
Hu ghes and Greenspu n’s rev elations 
were motiv es for what set off the 
Watergate caper. 
If tru e, it wou ld seem President 
Nix on cou ld hav e cleared u p the en­ 
tire situ ation had he come clean with 
the people of this nation long ago. 
The taint wou ld not hav e tou ched 
him.

Campaigning worse than combat

WALTERBORO, S.C. (N E A )- 
When neatly trimmed William West­ 
moreland introdu ced himself to a 
shaggy -headed y ou th in a shoe shop 
here, the conv ersation tu rned to 
thou ghts of hair. 
The mod k id ask ed Westmore­ 
land if he was going to let his hair 
grow any longer. Westmoreland re­ 
plied that his hair was long enou gh. 
The k id came back qu ick ly and said 
that it might look better longer. And 
Westmoreland said, no, well, no, 
really , he thou ght it was long 
enou gh. 
Fiv e hu mdru m minu tes later, re­ 
tired Army chief of staff Westmore­ 
land emerged from the shop to roll 
his ey es u pwards and sigh: 
“Not ex actly an intellectu al con­ 
v ersation, was it?” 
Not ex actly . Bu t then the meeting 
in the shoe shop was not a su mmit- 
conference at command headqu ar­ 
ters either. Fou r-star General West­ 
moreland is now ru nning for the Re­ 
pu blican gu bernatorial nomination 
in his home state and the stu mp can 
be a drag. 
A lady will y elp, “Oh, I’v e seen 
y ou on TV.” A man will insist on 
pu lling ou t a World War II photo of 
himself in sergeant’s stripes. “ Real­ 
ly ?” ask s a y ou ng girl, “is that real­ 
ly Westmoreland? Mak e him shou t 
some orders.” 
The beginning of a political ca­ 
reer can be a nu mbing ex perience 
for any one, bu t for William Childs 
Westmoreland, it mu st be lik e hav ­ 
ing society on his spitshine. Thirty - 
six y ears a soldier, 19 of them as a 
general officer, he is now shorn of 
his rank by the political necessity of 
su ddenly becoming one of the peo­ 
ple. It is, he say s, “a hu mbling ex pe­ 
rience.” 
Seek ing v otes in a dru g store on 
main street is not the same as re­ 
v iewing the troops at Fort Benning. 
Bu t Westmoreland is nothing if 
not a trooper. When he retired from 
serv ice last y ear he say s he spent 
two months “play ing tennis and 
nearly going crazy .” 
Withering at 60, he took a posh 
job as director of something called 
the Gov ernor’s Task Force on Eco­ 
nomic Growth, bu t ev en that was not 
enou gh activ ity . Now he’s decided to 
grin and bear the agony of politics, 
Becau se I think gov ernment is too 
important to be left to the politi­ 
cians.” So: Grin, smile, hand ou t­ 
stretched. “ Hello, I ’m G eneral 
Westmoreland ru nning for gov er­ 
nor.” 
And not only is he a trooper, he’s 


a thick -sk inned one. He serv ed in the 
Army establishment at a time when 
its image was almost zero, and now 
enters a political profession held in 
equ ally low esteem.r On top of this, 
the formerly nonpartisan general 
(to remain neu tral, he didn’t ev en 
v ote before 197 2) has registered as a 
Repu blican in the era of Watergate 
and in a state that hasn’t had a Re­ 
pu blican gov ernor in 100 y ears. 
Some critics here charge that 
Westmoreland’s political decisions 
hav e abou t them the qu ality of Viet­ 
nam ju ngle rot, bu t the man himself 
say s he is only following his own 
simple beliefs: 
“ I m ru nning for office becau se I 
think I can help this state. I’m ru n­ 
ning as a Repu blican becau se we 
need a v iable two-party sy stem .” 
His reasoning as su ch is abou t as 
ex citing as his early campaigning. 
Westmoreland is not at all a glib 
gladhander. He is stiff, ponderou s, 
giv en to militaristic sloganeering 
(“I want y ou ladies to k now how 
cou rageou s y ou are and how prou d I 
am of y ou ’ ), and at times decidedly 
boring. 
Addressing 40 members of the 
Walterboro Rotary Clu b recently , he 
plowed throu gh a list of sev en state 
problem areas, and pau sed only for 
a moment; before any one cou ld ap­ 
plau d the long awaited finish, the 
general incredu lou sly and u nabash­ 
edly continu ed with 10 more points of 
solu tion. 
He is at the early stage of his 
race, little more appealing in the 
street. He approaches v oters with a 
“call-me-general” reserv e that bor­ 
ders on diffidence. When an aide 
su ggests he greet people with one 
hand and pass ou t bu mper stick ers 
with 
another, 
W estm oreland 
shru gs: “You pass them ou t.” Very 
often, at a barbecu e or at a lu nch­ 
eon, the general stands off to one 
side, hands in pock ets, alone. 
Bu t in fairness it mu st be said 
that Westmoreland’s nov ice sty le 
has its appeal. He does not come on 
as the commander, bu t as the self- 
consciou s major with promise, and 
many citizens appreciate it. Sou th 
Carolina is filled with silv er tongu ed 
Foghorns soliciting v otes with sweet 
bu t meaningless charisma, and the 
Westmoreland change is welcome. 
“ He’s so shy ,” say s hou sewife 
Wanda Friel, “somehow I thou ght 
he’d be an old grou ch.” 
Bu t besides being shy , West­ 
moreland is also conv inced that he 
can help his state in many way s. And 
there is no dou bt the state needs 
help.

The Battle of Waterloo, they say , 
was won on the play ing fields of 
Eton. Abou t all that is being won on 
today ’s football or baseball field, be­ 
sides transient glory , are lu crativ e 
contracts by the su perstars to ped­ 
dle shav ing cream or panty hose. 
If the com m ercialization of 
sports in America were confined to 
the professionals, it wou ld be one 
thing. They are, after all, in the bu si­ 
ness to mak e money by giv ing the 
pu blic what it wants—a winning 
team.

More and more edu cators are be­ 
ginning to qu estion the assu mption 
that competitiv e sports bu ild char­ 
acter. They may , indeed, do ju st the 
opposite, especially if they are in­ 
spired by the k ind of win-at-any -cost 
attitu de many Americans seem to 
hav e identified with the word 
“sports.” 
One critic, a track athlete him­ 
self, has been impolitic enou gh to 
point ou t that the first definition of 
“sport" in^he dictionary is “a pleas­ 
u rable activ ity .” Sport is fu n, some­ 


thing worth doing And, he su ggests, 
any thing worth doing is worth doing 
badly . 
As it is, those of u s not gifted with 
ou tstanding natu ral athletic ability 
are qu ite early on discou raged from 
participating in sports and 
are 
tau ght to be apologetic abou t ou r 
minimal sk ills. 


Few critics, howev er, hav e gone 
as far as the former su perv isor of 
elementary phy sical edu cation in 
Ohio, who recently adv ocated that 
all pu blic school team sports be 
abolished. 
The 
pu rpose 
of 
phy sical 
edu cation, as with other school pro­ 
grams, noted Ambrose Brazelton, is 
to teach. Bu t school team sports, he 
charged, neglect the v ery ones who 
need them most—the nonathletic 
“ Fat Freddies.” 


This will be heresy in the ears of 
some parents and alu mni, who 
wou ld rather see their schools go 
withou t libraries than withou t a win­ 
ning team and a stadiu m to show­ 
case it. 
Of cou rse, the Fat Freddies can 
alway s become spectators and join 
the great mass of other Americans, 
who may k now their team statistics 
back wards bu t hav e as little concep­ 
tion of the real meaning of sport as 
the people who u sed» to match lions 
against Christians. 


ization recently named Sou th Caroik 
na as the worst in the Union in term£ 
of liv ing conditions, opportu nity , etc!T 
Westmoreland say s the state has 
the lowest life ex pectancy in the na;- 
tion, the third highest mu rder rat$ 
as well as one of the most depressing 
VD problems.

He believ es 
the pu blic is “tired of politics as u su ­ 
al,” and is look ing for fresh faces 
and straight talk . 
So the general talk s openly and 
sometimes ev en liberally here in 
conserv ativ e Sou th Carolina. Wheil 
a diehard Repu blican matron ask ed 
him whom he thou ght wou ld mak e 3 
good president, he startled her by 
mentioning Elliot Richardson. 


His integrity does not appeal to 
all, howev er. And his aides, mostly 
more political than he, are try ing to 
modify his behav ior to fit traditional 
state electioneering. Thu s it is that 
the prestigiou s general is now re­ 
ceiv ing orders from a 30-y ear-old 
former Marine lieu tenant named 
John Cou rsen. 
Cou rsen is the boss, say s West­ 
moreland, “ I go where he wants and 
do what he wants.”

League of Women Voters okays men 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
The League of Women Voters, 
which prev iously had admitted 
men only as associate mem­ 
bers, has decided to giv e them 
full v oting membership. But it 
will retain the “ Women” in its 
title. 
By a delegate v ote of 934 to 
433, only 23 more than the re­ 
quired two-thirds majority , the 
160,000-member league on Tues­ 
day 
gav e 
men 
full 
voting 
rights. 
“ Most of us are well accus­ 
tomed to dealing with men in 
the kitchen, on the dance floor, 
at the gasoline station and in 
the bedroom,” said Betsy John­ 
son of Worcester, Mass. “ But 
how many of us know how to 
persuade men to our point of 
v iew on the political plane? 


Working with men inside the 
league will contribute to our po­ 
litical effectiv eness.” 
When 
the 
v ote 
was 
an­ 
nounced, most of the 1,400 dele­ 
gates to its national convention 
stood end cheered. 
“ I’m not certain men are 
ready for the league, but I feel 
the league is ready for men,” 
said president Lucy W. Benson 
of Amherst, Mass. She had a 
membership check from the 
first man to become a voting 
member—her husband, Bruce. 
The word “ women” is now 
deleted from the by law which 
defines 
v oting 
members as 
“ those women at least 18 y ears 
of age who are enrolled in rec­ 
ognized local leagues.” 
During the debate on the mo­ 
tion, some delegates v oiced 


fears that men would monopo­ 
lize the league and make it too 
political. 


“ The league is a great train­ 
ing ground for women,” said 
Diane Simpson of Winchester, 
Mass., “ and that wouldn’t be so 
if it were turned into just a citi­ 
zen interest and study group ” 


The League’s Male Suffrage 
Caucus handed out pamphlets 
sa y ing: “ The League of Women 
Voters cannot continue to de­ 
mand the passage of the Equal 
Rights Amendment to the U S 
Constitution and not giv e the 
v ote to m en.”

Cyclists win race 
against commuter train 


L A K E G EN EV A , Wis. CAP) 
A commuter train from Chi­ 
cago to Lake Geneva is so slow 
that eight amateur bicyclists 
challenged it to a race and 
won. 
Dave Ludtke, 27, a Lake Gen­ 
eva junior high 
school

teacher, led the pedalpushers 
through the rain Tuesday night. 
Seven arrived 10 minutes be­ 
fore the train. An 18-year-old 
girl got lost enroute. 


The race began at McHenry, 
111., where, for 21 miles to Lake 
Geneva, the Chicago and North 
Western Transportation Co. has 
ordered its diesel trains to a 
crawl because of poor track 
conditions. It took them one 
hour 25 minutes to cover the 
distance. 
Commuters 
are

With this handicap the time 
from Chicago to Lake Geneva 
— 71 miles — takes two hours 
and 43 minutes. 
Ludtke has an 1883 timetable 
showing that this is half an 
hour slower than on the wood 
burning trains. 


When the train pulled up at 
McHenry Tuesday evening, Ed 
Schenk, veteran engineer for 
the train, stuck his head out of 
the cockpit and said: “ We’ll 
beat ’em.” 
When the train arrived in 
I^ake Geneva, where the cycl­ 
ists greeted it with shouts of 
"Get a horse,” Schenk laughed 
and said: "More power to you. 
All I want to do is get this train 
to bed for the return trip in the 
morning. And another thing, 
you can say I was misquoted 
back there in McHenry.” 
Sandy Hegberg was one of 
the few passengers on the train 
when it pulled into Lake Gen­ 
eva. She and her 3-year-old son 
had come from Chicago to visit 
her parents.

I’m flat as a 
hoard and hate the way I 
look — Bu st less Bootsie 
Dear Boot: I hop e y ou will not 
feel that I am ov erstep p ing my 
bou nds when I tell y ou what the 
LAW thinks of silicone injec­ 
tions. They are considered dan­ 
gerou s and hav e been declared 
illegal. It seems that sev eral 


women who had silicone shots 
dev elop ed tu mors in v ariou s 
p arts of the body and seriou s 
medical p roblems resu lted. 
Silicone imp lants, howev er, 
can be a safe and satisfactory 
ap p roach to breast enlarge­ 
ment. Many p lastic su rgeons 
p erform this op eration and y ou 
can learn who in y ou r v icinity 
does it by asking y ou r own fam ­ 
ily doctor or contacting the 
Cou nty Medical Society .

New White House strategy 
Drown Watergafe in deluge of words 
WASHINGTON (A P) - After 
futile efforts to dam up Water­ 
gate, the White House appar­ 
ently is trying now to drown 
the scandal in a deluge of 
words. 
That’s half the strategy. The 
other half is to stonewall it 
against further disclosures of 
White House tape recordings 
demanded by Congress and the 
special prosecutor. 
Public release of the edited 
Watergate transcripts, and the 
series of White House analyses, 
speeches and comments that 
have followed, add up to an in­ 
tensive campaign to get across 
the President’s version of the 
story. 


One assumption in that effort 
has to be that, however many 
Americans take the time to 
read the 1,254 pages of edited 
conversations about Watergate, 
almost everybody will know 
that the President made them 
public. 
In that campaign, the act of 
releasing the White House tran­ 
scripts was itself a crucial step, 
whatever reading they get and 
whatever construction is put 
upon their ambiguities. It was 
unprecedented, and it put the 
White House in a position to 
say that the President, by his 
own decision, 
had 
revealed 
“ the whole story of Water­ 
gate.” 


The President and his men 
are stressing two themes: That 
the transcripts, for all the scars 
they may put on Nixon’s im ­ 
age, show him innocent of 
knowledge of Watergate or it’s 
cover-up, and that everything 
relevant to the case has now 
been made public. 
The key is relevance and the 
fact is that the White House de­ 
cided what fits that description. 
House impeachment investi­ 
gators do not agree that the 
whole story is out. Further­ 
more, they want to judge for 
themselves what is relevant, 
not only in the transcript tapes 
but in other recordings of White 
House conversations. 


The House Judiciary Com­ 
mittee seeks tape recordings of 
nearly 150 conversations not 
covered by the transcripts, in­ 
volving Watergate and such 
other issues as dairy coopera­ 
tive 
campaign 
contributions 
and the ITT antitrust settle­ 
ment. 
The President says he will 
yield no more on Watergate, 
but left room for negotiations 
on evidence in the other areas. 
Special prosecutor Leon Ja- 
worski seeks tapes of 64 presi­ 
dential conversations, including 
20 covered in the edited tran­ 
scripts. 
The Senate Watergate com­ 
mittee, saying it doesn’t trust 


the transcripts, still is battling 
in court for five Watergate tape 
recordings—which the others 
already have. 
So while the President has re­ 
leased a pile of transcripts, it is 
only a fraction of what is being 
sought. His lawyer, Jam es D. 
St. Clair, says the demand 
would be never-ending if Nixon 
yielded more. 
The edited tape transcripts 
are a book, and a long one. A 
Washington radio station 
is 
broadcasting hour-long, nightly 
readings of the transcripts—a 
series that s to continue for 36 
nights. 
For the White House, one 
gamble now is public reaction 


to the sheer volume of what 
Nixon has disclosed. A crucial 
question is whether Americans * 
will deem it enough because it 
is so much, despite the fact 
that it is not what the House 
panel or the special prosecutor 
sought. 
At one point in the transcript 
for March 21, 1973, Nixon said: 
“ I don’t give a damn about 
the publicity. We could rock 
that through if we had to let 
the whole damn thing hang oiC * 
and it would be a lousy story 
for a month. But I can take it. 
The point is that I don’t want 
any crim inal liabilities. That is 
the thing that I am concerned 
about for White House staff.”

Wisconsin-Mil- 
waukee, sees swearing as a 
necesssary means of letting off 
steam in almost every lan­ 
guage. 
“ I don’t advocate swearing,” 
he said. “ I don’t encourage my 
children or students or friends 
to swear. I personally swear 
because there are so many 
things that bug me. That’s why 
everyone swears, and almost 
everyone does.” 
Far from being shocked at 
the language 
in the 
White 
House transcripts, Aman finds 
it lacking in the very words 
he’s interested in. 
“ Most of the time they are 
omitted, 
although 
you 
can 
sometimes predict what should 
be there,” he said. “ I ’ve been 
sort of trying to fill in what it 
can be. 
“ I wish I could get all the ex­ 
pletives. That would be like 
winning at a lottery or some­ 
thing.” 
Aman, 38, has plenty of ex­ 
perience in dealing with nonde­ 
leted expletives. He has pub­ 
lished several scholarly works 
on profanity patterns through­ 
out the world and compiled dic­ 
tionaries of cusswords to help 
explain the background and 
meaning of curses. 
“ Swearing is a means of let­ 
ting off steam, to keep from 
getting ulcers and from keeping 


frustrations bottled up inside,” 
said Aman. 
“ It should be used properly,” 
he cautioned, adding that most 
people don’t appreciate the fi­ 
ner points of cursing. 
He said the unsophisticated 
curser aims insults at a foe’s 
physical characteristics rather 
than gauging his cultural and 
educational background before 
using the verbal rapier. 
“ Tell me what swear words 
you use and I will tell you who 
you are,” he said.

Better Speech and Hearing Month 
Focus on communication disorder 


By Presid ential and may oral proclamation, May 
has been d esignated as Better Speech and Hearing 
Month. To commemorate this ev ent locally a grou p 
of Dix on speech, langu age, and hearing profes­ 
sionals are making special efforts to bring to pu blic 
attention the area of commu nication d isord ers. 
Beginning this week local speech-langu age 
pathologists and au d iologists will be writing articles 
on v ariou s aspects of commu nication and its d is­ 
ord ers and on the profession so as to enlighten the 
read er to this professional field of stu d y and thera­ 
peu tics. 
Specialists in the area of commu nication d os- 
ord ers hav e for some 30 y ears been working with 
child ren and ad u lts with regard to speech, langu ­ 
age, and -or hearing (au d itory ) problems. Su ch spe­ 
cialists hav e been referred to as speech correction- 
ists, speech and hearing specialists, langu age 
pathologists, hearing clincicians, etc. Irregard less 
of the title their aim has been the same and that is to 
d iagnose, habilitate or rehabilitate those in­ 
d iv id u als ex periencing a commu nication problem. 
The field s of speech-langu age pathology and 
au d iology had their start in the early 20s when a few 
pu blic schools had special programs for child ren 
with speech or hearing problems. In 1925 profes-' 
sionals in the field began to organize into a national 
grou p which later became the American Sppech 
and Hearing Association (ASHA). Impetu s to the 
d ev elopment of the field came d u ring World War II 
as many serv icemen retu rned with head wou nd s 
which resu lted in hearing d ifficu lties and speech 
and langu age impairments. 
Estimates are tod ay that some 20 million 
Americans hav e some ty pe of speech langu age, or 
hearing problem in need of professional attention. 
As the nu mber of commu nicativ ely impaired 
popu lation rises so d oes the need for trained profes­ 
sionals. To d ate, there remains a significant gap be­ 
tween the nu mber of profesioanls on hand and the 
nu mber of professionals need ed to hand le those in 
need of their serv ices. 
Opportu nities ex ist in sev eral employ ment set­ 
tings. The principal employ er continu es to the 
pu blic school sy stems, and more specifically , in 
special ed u cation centers. Trained professionals 
are also employ ed in priv ate practice, commu nity 
hospitals and health centers, u niv ersity research 


and clinical env ironments, mental health clinics, 
and in institu tions for the mentally ill and the 
mentally retard ed . A relativ ely new area of em­ 
ploy ment for the au d iologist is in ind u strial loca­ 
tions where ind u stry seeks to combat noise pollu tion 
and the harmfu l effects of lou d machinery on the 
au d itory sensitiv ity of the workers. 
Unlike a few other professional field s, the 
professions of speech - langu age pathology and 
au d iology hav e y et to reach the satu ration point be­ 
tween su pply and d emand . 


The training of the speech-langu age pathologist 
requ ires ex posu re to and knowled ge from the areas 
of psy chology , child d ev elopment, mental health, so­ 
ciology , special ed u cation, as well as the nu merou s 
topics u nd er the cu rricu lu m of speech and langu age 
d ev elopment and d isord ers. The stu d ent is ex posed 
to cou rse work in stu ttering, articu lation, phonetics, 
langu age theory , cerebral palsy , mental retard a­ 
tion, and mental illness. Since both field s ov erlap in 
their concern for the commu nicativ ely hand i­ 
capped , it is necessary that the speech-langu age 
stu d ent 
know 
the 
basics 
of 
sou nd , 
sou nd 
measu rement, and hearing d isfu nctions. 
The au d iologists, too, need a fou nd ation of 
cou rsework in psy chology , child d ev elopment, etc., 
before he or she enters into the areas of ped iatric 
au d iology phy sics of sou nd , measu rement of sou nd , 
testing method s, hearing aid s, and rehabilitation of 
hearing hand icaps. 
Since both professional areas are historically 
d irected toward s the therapeu tic position, it is 
necessary that the stu d ent be ex posed to working 
and u nd erstand ing hu man behav ior in a one to one 
or grou p situ ation. Univ ersity training programs 
and national certification stand ard s requ ire u p­ 
ward s of some 300 clinical clock hou rs of interac­ 
tion between clinician and clients. The minimu m of 
acad emic training of the professional is now 
completed within a fiv e-y ear program of stu d y and 
clinical ex perience terminating with the Master’s 
d egree. It is also possible for the ind iv id u al to 
continu e his ed u cation and obtain the Ph.D. d egree 
in either field . 
After a nine-month period of fu ll time em­ 
ploy ment the grad u ate takes national certification 
ex am ination. Su ccessfu l completion of that 


ex amination lead s to the profession’s Certificate of 
Clinical Competence. In ad d ition, an increasing 
nu mber of stau * are requ iring licensu re of speech- 
langu age pathologists and au d iologists. Cer­ 
tification and licensing are aimed toward s insu ring 
only competent professionals are working in the 
field and to assu re the pu blic of high stand ard s of 
professional practice and ethical practice. 


Not only is the pu rpose of Bet*er Speech and 
Hearing Month to bring the profession of com­ 
mu nicativ e d isord ers to the pu blic’s attention bu t 
also to heighten the pu blics awareness of com­ 
mu nication d isord ers as they occu r in cou ntless 
nu mbers of Americans. Often times it is only when a 
trad egy strikes close to home that one becomes 
aware of a problem. It is an easy bet that many 
people neglect or pass off the possible effects of 
speech, langu age, or hearing problems. Parents 
may 
be 
familiar 
with 
the 
speech-langu age 
pathologist who works their child at school, bu t 
commu nication problems ex ist in the preschool 
popu lation and the ad u lt popu lation as well. 


While there may be “generation gaps” between 
age grou ps becau se one d oesn’t u nd erstand the lingo 
and thinking of another consid er the “commu nica­ 
tion gap’’ which ex ists between a child who stu tters 
and his peers, the child who speaks u nintelligibly , 
who may not read (y es, read ing is a commu nica­ 
tion ), who fails to respond to his parents v oice d u e to 
a significant hearing loss, or who d oes not read ily 
respond to others who then erroneou sly think of 
the child as being retard ed . How abou t the ad u lt 
who as the resu lt of a stroke, is u nable to speak or 
recall the names of his family members. 
Commu nication necessitates that one be able to 
hear, u nd erstand , formu late, and ex press id eas. 
This sophisticated hu man process is open to sev eral 
possible impairments, some of which are to be d is­ 
cu ssed in forthcoming articles in this paper and 
written by local professionals trained in the stu d y 
of speech-langu age pathology and au d iology . 
The first article in this series will be written by 
the local pu blic school speech-langu age clinicians. 
They will d iscu ss langu age d ev elopment and su g­ 
gest gu id elines for parents who may be concerned 
with fostering langu age d ev elopment in their 
child ren.

Bill to boost welfare 
appropriations proposed 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (AP)— 
Legislation to boost su bstantial­ 
ly the amou nt Gov . Daniel 
Walker prov id ed for welfare 
recipients this y ear has been 
sent to the Illinois Senate floor. 
The Senate Appropriations 
committee approv ed Wed nes 
d ay 12 to 4 a measu re to pro­ 
v id e $5 0 million that Walker 
say s is need ed to satisfy wel­ 
fare claims throu gh Ju ne 30. 
With approv al came a warn­ 
ing from the chairman of the 
Legislativ e Ad v isory Commis­ 
sion on Pu blic Aid that Walker 
has “grossly u nd erestimated ” 
welfare need s for the nex t 
fcscal y ear, which starts Ju ly 
1 
Sen, Don Moore, R-Mid lo- 
thian, said the gov ernor’s pro­ 
posal to prov id e $1.5 billion for 
pu blic aid in fiscal 1975 will re­ 
qu ire a boost “in the area of 
$100 million.” 
Walker say s that $1.5 billion 
— the amou nt of welfare mon­ 
ey prov id ed this y ear if the 
Senate and Hou se approv e his 
emergency requ est is enou gh 
for nex t y ear also becau se the 
flat grant welfare sy stem he in­ 
stitu ted last su mmer and a 
crackd own on “welfare chea-

Repu blicans say that Walker

cou ld claim a larger sav ings 
than wou ld ev entu ally be real­ 
ized in state spend ing. 
Walker also is asking the leg 
islatu re to transfer $17 million 
in u nspent fu nd s to the welfare 
bu d get, taking care of a total 
ex pected d eficiency of $67 mil­ 
lion 
Both the emergency requ est 
and the transfer legislation are 
on the Senate floor where they 
cou ld be acted on nex t week 
The Hou se and Senate each 
recessed Wed nesd ay for the 
weekend . 
The Hou se spent the d ay on 
proposals 
for 
mass 
trans­ 
portation d iscu ssing programs 
tor both d ownstate bu s sy stems 
and possible changes in the sit­ 
u ation in metropolitan Chicago. 
In other action, the Senate 
Ed u cation Committee approv ed 
12-0 a measu re to prov id e $1.07 
billion, well in ex cess of what 
Walker is proposing to the 
state’s 1,100 pu blic school d is­ 
tricts for the nex t school y eAr. 


The measu re will be sent to 
the floor bu t will then be re­ 
ferred to the Senate Appropri­ 
ations committee. 


The financial cond ition of a 
commu nity ’s school sy stem has 
a d irect relationship to the 
nu mber of new phy sicians that 
will come into the commu nity . 
Two weeks ago, I attend ed a 
nationwid e conference on ru ral 
health. 
Mu ch of this conference 
centered arou nd the problem of 
lack of phy sicians in most small 
commu nities. A rather 
im­ 
portant su rv ey was presented 
by 
the 
Michigan 
Med ical 
Society . This su rv ey was for the 
pu rpose of stating reasons why 
phy sicians 
select 
certain 
com m u nities 
in 
which 
to 
practice. Each phy sician was 
asked to giv e his priorities as to 
why he selected a particu lar 
location. Among the points 
listed were recreation areas, 
closeness 
to 
m etropolitan 
areas, fam ily relationships, 
etc. Howev er, 46 per cent of the 
phy sicians listed the ed u cation 
stand ard s of the local school 
sy stem as hav ing the highest 
priority in gov erning where a 
phy sician elects to practice. 
Men and women of med icine 
are highly ed u cated people and 
hav e a strong tend ency to enter 
into marriage with a person 
with at least part of a post high 
school ed u cation. Any com­ 
mu nity with obv iou s ov er­ 
crowd ed stu d ent cond itions, 
some obsolete or near obsolete 
bu ild ing stru ctu res, and cu t­ 
back ed u cational program s 
d efinitely will not appeal to a 
new med ical family . These

people know what they want 
ed u cationally for their child ren 
and if Dix on and the su r­ 
rou nd ing area d o not meet 
these requ irements they will go 
elsewhere to establish their 
practice. 
The time for d ecision making 
with regard to ou r school 
sy stem is approaching. In the 
past few d ay s, the important 
issu es of the school bond 
referend u m hav e been spelled 
ou t. These issu es are critical 
and they affect, for many y ears 
to come, ev ery child now in 
school and ev ery child that will 
be in school. 
As a newcom er to this 
commu nity I hear both sid es of 
the story , as to the reasons for 
other school bond issu es hav ing 
failed to pass. One major 
reason is that with inflationary 
trend s in food , hou sing, clothing 
and other necessities it is v ery 
d ifficu lt for people with fix ed 
incomes to think 
positiv ely 
toward increased tax es. How­ 
ev er, 
ev ery one 
thinks 
positiv ely toward s their own 
health. Perhaps y ou r health 
need s are being met by the 
phy sicians now practicing in 
Dix on. 
Many 
of 
these 
phy sicians thou gh are ap- 
proching the point in their prac­ 
tices when they are seriou sly 
consid ering tapering their ac­ 
tiv ities to some d egree. 
If 
there 
are 
no 
new 
phy sicians to pick u p where 
these men leav e off, people 
throu ghou t Dix on will su ffer 


from a lack of health care. You 
may say that the health care 
and the school bond issu e are 
irrelev ant, bu t, that is not right 
— 
they 
are 
relev ant. 
Phy sicians will not come to an 
area where there has been a 
continu ed rejection of bond 
issu es that relate to the ed u ca­ 
tional sy stem. This means to 
them a d eteriorating school 
sy stem and a d eteriorating

This is not 
Dix on and this is not the Dix on 
that we want to liv e in for y ears 
to come.

CHICAGO (A F) - Officials 
at Illinois State, Eastern and 
Western 
Illinois 
universities 
violated state regulations in 
their funding of presidential 
homes, an Illinois legislative 
commission 
report 
charged 
Tuesday. 
The Illinois Board of Higher 
Education also was rebuked for 
unauthorized modification of its 
operating procedures 
Most of the criticism cen­ 
tered around the still-unfinish­ 
ed, $250,000 home built for Il­ 
linois State University Presi­ 
dent David K. Berio. The home 
and other irregularities led to 
his resignation last May. 
That home “ was by far the 
most controversial and viola­ 
tive of both law and policy,” 
the commission said. “ A large 
amount of the blame rests with 
David K. Berio.... His author­ 
itarian manner prevented the 
necessary free flow of accurate 
information from the university 
to the Board of Regents and 
Board of Higher Education.” 
Cost of the ISU and Western 
homes exceeded a $150,000 limit 
set by the General Assembly. 
All three universities relied on 
similar — and forbidden — 
ways of raising money, the 
commission said. 
Mortgages on the properties 
are held by university founda­ 
tions, the commission said At 
Western, where the home cost 
$202,000, this was done “ to 
avoid the scrutiny of our legis­ 
lators,” 
the 
commission 
charged. 
In all three cases, the com­ 
mission said, "interest income” 
from student fees was also 
used, 
though 
such 
money 
should be deposited in the state 
Treasury. ISU also spent sur­ 
plus revenue bond funds, and a 
contract for construction of the 
home “ was not awarded on the 


basis of competitive bidding.” 
The E IU home was built 
without seeking permission of 
the Board of Higher Education, 
the report stated Cost of the 
home was $84,022, and the 
Board of Higher Education had 
decreed that appropriations un­ 
der $100,000 did not need its ap­ 
proval. 
But the Board of Higher Edu- 


cation Act requires the board to 
review and approve all non-in- 
structional facilities, the com­ 
mission said. “ The modification 
of the act, which the act does 
not permit the board to do, was 
clearly illegal.” 
Co-chairmen of the study 
commission were Sen. Philip J. 
Rock, D-Chicago, and Rep. Jo ­ 
seph G. Sevcik, R-Berwyn.

Similarly , when a co ngenial 
co uple share do zens o f happy 
ex periences to gether, they 
ultimately beco me “ triggers” 
fo r the sudden release o f a flo o d

Fo r they learned to adjust 
during tho se many prev io us 
dates and picnics, church hikes

Ex ­ 
cessiv e amo unts o f either 
v itamin A o r D can hav e ad­ 
v erse effects. The ex cessiv e D 
can cause disso lv ing o f the 
Bo nes and o ther pro blems.

for a man of his size. Bu t I can’t say he hits the ball better than 
Ru th Ru th cou ld hit the ball so far nobody cou ld field it. And th at’s 
ev en with the medicinal improv ements today . They come along 
now with the alu minu m cu p and it improv es play ers who only u sed 
to wear a belt and it’s better for catching grou nd balls.” 
Stengel ju mped u p on his bowed, lu mpy bu t still spu nky 84- 
y ear-old legs and hou nded down an imaginary grou nd ball which 
bou nded u nder the coffee table. 
“ I got an offer from Van and Skank, the biggest nam es in 
v au dev ille — they were from Brookly n — to go on the stage after 
the 1923 World Series.” 
"I hit two home ru ns to win two games in that Series I hit one 
in the first gam e and one in the third game. And this was when 1 
was with the Giants and the Yankees were already the Yankees 
with Babe Ru th.” 
"Now, I rem em ber Ru th when he was a y ou ng pitcher with the 
Red Sox .

Vacationers: Start 
sooner, watch gauge

Americans planning a vaca­ 
tion trip this summer should be 
prepared to pay more, start 
planning sooner and keep a 
careful eye on the gas gauge. 
A 
nationwide 
Associated 
Press survey shows that fami­ 
lies are not being scared away 
from planning summer vaca­ 
tions by high gasoline prices 
and the memory of winter 
shortages. But tourism officials 
say the summer vacationer 
plans to travel a shorter dis­ 
tance to find his spot in the sun 
and to stay put longer once he 
gets there. 
The sharp increases in the 
price of food and energy will 
hit the summer traveler hard. 
Some vacation areas report 
food and beverage prices up 20 
per cent over last year, and 
federal officials foresee an av­ 
erage nationwide price for 
gasoline of 60 cents a gallon 
this summer, up from the cur­ 
rent average of 54 cents for 
regular and 58 cents for pre­ 
mium. Some tourist areas pre­ 
dict it could go as high as 70 
cents. Motel and hotel prices 
are also up in most tourist 
areas, but not significantly. 
The overall effect means 
you’ll pay up to 20 per cent 
more for the same vacation you 
took last year. 
Many tourist areas suffered 
between a 20 and 40 per cent 
decline in business during the 
winter. But by April most re­ 
ported business nearly normal 
again, and some expect a 
record summer. 
The AP survey showed that 
traveling on Sundays could 
mean risking running out of 
gasoline this summer. There 
will be fewer gasoline stations 
open on Sundays for two rea­ 
sons (1) many stations do not 
need that day to sell their 
monthly allocation, and (2) 
some owners have gotten used 
to having Sundays off and 
aren’t anxious to work. The 
American Automobile Associ­ 
ation said Tuesday a survey 
showed 39 per cent of the na­ 
tion’s service stations open Sun­ 
days. 
The AP survey also shows 
that most tourist areas have in­ 
creased their advertising budg­ 
ets and concentrated their mes­ 
sages much closer to home. 
Cape Cod resorts, for example, 
are advertising in a 300-mile 
radius instead of a normal 700 
miles.

California and tne laxe areas of 
Michigan and Wisconsin are 
running ahead of or even with 
1973 on 
advance 
bookings. 
These areas said some persons 
who stayed only three or four 
days in the past are now mak­ 
ing reservations for two weeks. 
The economical traveler can 
cut costs. The AP survey found 
that in some areas the smaller 
motels and hotels had been 
hardest hit by the energy crisis 
and are less likely to be booked 
for the summer. 
And special deals are avail­ 
able in most areas to tourists 
seeking them. Some of these of­ 
fer extra nights in motels free 
of charge if tourists stay a cer­ 
tain length of time. Others in­ 
clude free rooms for children 
under 12 and free tickets to lo­ 


cal points of interest. Tourists 
seeking these 
deals 
should 
check with chambers of com­ 
merce, travel agents and tour­ 
ist bureaus. 
The major concern is the 
availability of gasoline. Most 
officials say they’re cautiously 
optimistic there will be enough 
However, there is at least a 
possibility there won’t. 


The Federal Energy Office 
says the outlook for summer is 
that gasoline supplies will be 4 
to 6 per cent below potential 
demand—the amount used in 
normal times. A recent AP sur­ 
vey showed that citizens are re­ 
turning to their normal driving 
habits. If that continues the 
chances of spot gasoline short­ 
ages this summer are strong.
